it just as for years it lias done on 
citrus fruits

the present prospects are for a very 
short crop of citrus fruit next year 
Manager Stewart s estimate it> for not 
over 40 per cent of normal production 
it is believed thai, the vegetable busi 
ness will bring the exchange, H total 
volume up to as great a figure as 
usual 


The exchange will maintain and in 


crease the eflicicncv of its sales or 
gaiuzation in the north not only for 
the protection of its ni< mbi rs dur 
ing the nex^ shipping season but look 
Ing ahead to years of normal crop 
production 
By using the selling 


force on vegetables as well as for tit 
rus fruits the cost of its operations

The exchange expects to in 


crease the size of its selling force to 
A great extent to handle the increased 
business 
The exchange is in the 


field to stay and believes it will fill 
a long felt want The organization ot 
new vegetable associations Is already 
well under way over Florida one be 
ing organized at Fort Myers three on 
the East Coast and two in the inter- 
ior 
The purely vegetable associa- 


tions -are affiliated with the Florida 
Citrus Exchange in the same way as 
the citrus associations 


"The prospects for next year are 


much more encouraging than at first 
expected 
Although -the June bloom 


{as not appeared as a general thing, 
It is felt that it is still not too late If 
the needed favorable weather concli. 
lions—principally rain—are forthcom 
ing 


' There is a different attitude to- 


ward the citrus industry prevalent 
than ever before after a disaster of 
the same magnitude as that exper- 
ienced last February 
No large prop 


erty, so far as the exchange Is Inform 
ed, will be neglected, and owners In 


' most cases are making every effort to 


bring the groves back to a full state 
of cultivation.

any two members of the City Commission, or City Manager, may call special 
meetings of the City Commission upon at least twelve hours written notice to 
each member, served personally, or left at his usual place ot residence 
Si meetlnfs of the City Commission and of the committees thereof stall 
be public and any citizen stall have access to the minutes and records there- 
of at all reasonable times. The City Commission shall determine its own 
rules and order of business and shall keep a Journal of Its proceedings- 
Section 21. 
PENALTY FOR AMENCE: 
Absence from four con- 
secutive regular meetings of the City Commission stall operate to jracate the 
seat of a member, unless such absence Is excused by the City Commission, By 
resolution setting forth the tact ot such excuse, duly entered upon the 
*""sectlon 22. 
LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDURE: 
A majority of all mem- 
bers elected to the City Commission shall constitute a quorum but a.less 
number may adjourn from day to day and compel the attendance of absea 
members In such a manner and under such penalties as may beP™»crjo«< 
by ordinance. 
The affirmative ot two members shall be necessary to adopt 
any ordinance or resolution and the passage of all ordinances and resolutions 
stall be taken by "yeas" and "nays" and entered upon the journal. 
Section 23. 
ORDINANCE ENACTMENT: 
Every proposed ordinance 


or resolution shall be introduced in written or printed form and stall no 
contain more than one subject, which shall be clearly stated in the title 
but general appropriation ordinances may contain the various subjects and 
accounts for which moneys are to be appropriated.

Developments of the week in Rus- 


sia were both encouraging and dis- 
couraging 
Admittedly, the fate of 


that new republic is In the hands of 
Kerensky and he has taken a firm 
stand In the matter of restoring dis- 
cipline in the urmy. The soli'lers seem 
willing to submit and art. giving evi- 
dence of a renewed intention to con 
tlnue the light ugiilnst the central po\v 
ers 
They have been heartened for 


this by the injunctions and appeals of 
the councils of peasants' and work 
men's deputies and bv the exhortations 
of government omclitls This state of 
affairs Is recogni/ed by Germany in u 
statement that an early offensive by 
the Russians is expected. 


The most discouraging news from 


Russia was contained in a statement 
bv Minister of Finance Shlngaron* that 
the industrial crisis is so acute that 
only a miracle can save the country 
from economic ruin 
The demands of 


the workmen are so enormous that 
most of the Industrial enterprises 
working for the national defense will 
be compelled to close down before 
long On top of this comes the formal 
demand of the troops at the front 
that they be supplied with enough mu 
nltlons to fight on an equal plane with 
the other belligerents 


A hopeful note was sounded «n 


Tuesday by Prof Boris Bakhmetlent, 
the new Russian ambassador to the 
United States. 
Beaching Tokyo on 


bis way to this country, he said: "I 
am Immensely satisfied with conditions 
In Russia, Including Siberia. I think 
the new regime Is carrying on the 
work of reorganization successfully 
and will soon be able to launch an of- 
fensive against the enemy." 


Russia's official position seems as 


anomolous as ever, for she still Insists 
she will be faithful to her allies, and 
In the same breath demands that peace 
be made on terms that cannot con- 
ceivably be accepted by those allies 


President Sends Note to Russia. 
President Wilson last week dis- 


patched a note to Russia's provisional 
government designed to pave the way 
for the Root commission and to give 
Russia an Idea of the war alms of the 
United States. 
He set forth that 


America is in the war to "make the 
world safe for democracy," and that 
It seeks "no Indemnities for ourselves, 
no material compensation for the sac- 
rifices we shall freely make," but 
makes It clear that there most be In- 
demnity for Innocent nations laid In 
ruins, like Belgium. 


Maxim Gorky, the noted author, pub- 


lishes In Us paper a sensational ac- 
count of an attempt by D. Rlzow, Bul- 
garian minister to Berlin, to induce 
him to enter Into negotiations for a 
separate peace. Rlzow's proposition 
was that Russia conclude an Immedi- 
ate armistice with Germany and Aus- 
tria, both belligerents retaining their 
present fronts, and a Russian constitu- 
ent assembly meet at once to decide 
on peace or war.

And now It seems the dear old fellow 
Is dead. He has found a home at 
last, and a country. 


Since writing this, and while con- 


nlderlng whether or no I would print 
it, as a warning to the young of today 
•of what It is to throw away a country, 
I have received from Danforth, who is 
-on board the Levant, a letter which 
.gives an account of Nolan's last hours. 
It removes all my doubts about telling 
this story. 


To understand the first words of the 


letter, the 
nonprofesslonal 
reader 


ishould remember that after 1817 the 
position of every officer who had No- 
'lan In charge was one of the greatest 
•delicacy. The government had failed 
to renew the order of 1807 regarding 
Mm. What was a man to do? Should 
ine let htm got 
What, then. If be 


•were called to account by the depart- 
ment for violating the order of 18077 
Should he keep him? What, then. If 
Nolan should be liberated some day, 
and should bring an action for false 
Imprisonment or kidnaping against ev- 
<ery man who had bad him In charge? 
I urged and pressed this upon South- 
ard, and I have reason to think that 
•other officers did the same thing. But 
the secretary always said, as they so 
often do at Washington, that there- 
•were no special orders to give, and 
that we must act on our own Judg- 
ment. That means, "If you succeed, 
you will he sustained; if you fnil, you 
will be disavowed." Well, as Dunforth 
says, nil that is over now, though I 
•do not know but I expose myself to a 
criminal prosecution on the evidence 
•of the very revelation I urn making. 


Here is the letter: 


"Levant, 2° 2" S. @ 131° W. 


"Dear Fred—I try to find heart and 


life to tell you that it is all over with 
<lenr old Nolan. I have been with him 
on this voyage more than I ever was, | 
And I can understand wholly now the 
•way In which you used to speak of the 
•dear old fellow. I could see that he 
was not strong, but I hud no Idea that 
the end was so near. The doctor had 
been watching him very carefully, and 
yesterday morning came to me and 
told me that Nolan was not so well, 
and had not left his stateroom—a 
thing I never remember before. Be 
bad let the doctor come and see htm as 
he lay there, the first time the doctor 
J>ad been In the stateroom, and be said 
lie should like to see me. Oh, dear! 
•do you remember the mysteries we 
Iboys used to Invent about his room, In 
the old Intrepid days? Well, I went 
In, and there, to be sure, the poor fel- 
low lay In his berth, smiling pleasant- 
ly as he gave me his hand, but look- 
Ing very frail. I could not help a 
glance round, which showed me what 
a little shrine he had made of the box 
he was lying In. TJie st»« and stripes 


were triced up aksve and arfeant} a 
picture of Washington, and he had 
painted a majestic eagle, with light- 
nings blazing from his beak and his 
foot Just clasping the whole globe, 
which his wings overshadowed. The 
dear old boy saw my glance, and said, 
with a sad smile, *Here, you see, I have 
a country!' And then he pointed to 
the foot of his bed, where I' had not 
seen before a great map of the United 
States, as he had drawn it from mem- 
ory, and which he had there to look 
upon as he lay. Quaint, queer old 
names were on it, in large letters- 
'Indiana Territory,' 'Mississippi Ter- 
ritory," and 'Louisiana,' as I supposed 
our fathers learned such things; but 
the old fellow had patched In Texas, 
too; he had carried his western boun- 
dary all the way to the Pacific, but on 
that shore he had defined nothing. 


'"Oh, Danforth,' he said, 'I know I 


am djing. I cannot get home. Sure- 
ly you will tell me something now? 
Stop! stop! Do not speak till I say 
what I am sure yon know, that there 
Is not in this ship, that there is not 
in America—God bless her!—a more 
loyal man than I. There cannot be a 
man who loves the old flag as I do, or 
prays for it as I do, or hopes for It as 
I do.

"Ingharo, I swear to you that I felt 


like a monster that I had not told him 
everything before. Danger or no dan- 
ger, delicacy or no delicacy, who was 1 
that I should hove been acting the 
tyrant all this time over this dear, 
sainted old man, Who had years ago 
expiated. In his whole manhood's life, 
the madness of a boy's treason? 'Mr. 
Nolan.' said I 'I will tell you everything 
you «sk about. Only, where shall I 
begin?1 


"Oh, 
the blessed smile that crept 


over his white* face! and he pressed my 
hand and said, 'God bless you! Tell 
me their names,' he snld, and he point- 
ed to the stars on the lias. 'The last 
I know is Ohio. My father Ihcd in 
Kentucky. But I have guessed MIcli- 
ignn nnd Indiana and Mississippi—th.it 
was where Fort Adams Is—they make 
twenty. 
But where are your other 


fourteen? You Imve not cut up any 
of the old ones, I hope?' 


"Well, that \\iis not a bad text, and 


I told him the names, in us good or- 
der as I could, nnd he hade me take 
down his beautiful map and draw them 
in us I best could with my pencil. He 
was wild with delight about Texas, 
told me how his brother died there; 
he had marked a gold cross where he 
supposed his brother's grave was; and 
he had guessed at Texas. Then he 
was delighted as he saw California 
and Oregon—that, he said, he had sus- 
pected partly, because he had never 
been permitted to land on that shore, 
though the ships were there so much. 
'And the men,' said he, laughing, 
'brought off a good deal besides furs.' 
Then he went back—heavens, how 
far—to ask about the Chesapeake, and 
what was done to Barren for surren- 
dering her to the Leopard, and wheth- 
er Burr ever tried nguin, and he ground 
his teeth with the only passion he 
showed. But in a moment that was 


over, "and "he Mil «God forSve 58, 
for I am sure I forgive htm.'

(Continued from Page Two* 


any two members of the City Commission, or City Manager, may call special 
meetings ot tbe City Commission upon at least twelve hours written notice to 
each member, served personally, or left at his usual place ot residence. 
All meetings of the City Commission and of the committees thereof shall 
be public and any citizen shall have access to the minutes and records there- 
of at all reasonable times. The City Commission shall determine its own 
rules and order ot business and snail keep a Journal of its proceedings. 
Section 21. 
PENALTY FOR ABSENCE: 
Absence from tour con- 
secutive regular meetings of the City Commission shall operate to vacate the 
seat of a member, unless such absence Is excused by the City Commission, by 
resolution setting forth the fact of such excuse, duly entered upon the 
Journal.

tract, agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure of money shall 
be entered into, nor shall any ordinance, resolution or order for the ex- 
penditure of money be passed by the City Commission or be authorized by 
any officer of the City, unless the City Auditor and Clerk first certifies to 
the City Commission or to the proper officer, as the case may be, that the

mitting the most advantageous bid shall be designated as City Depositor 
for one year, or until its successor has been designated and qualified. 


The Bank designated as City Depository shall give surety bond or other 


security satisfactory to the City Commission, guaranteeing the safety of 
the City's lunds and the faithful performance of its duties. 


It shall be the duty of the City Commission before designating a Depos- 


itory, to carefully consider the reputation, financial condition, facilities for 
service and rate of interest offered by all banks bidding.

shall be kept on file by the City Clerk and Auditor, and shall be open to the 
inspection of all parties interested. 


Officers of the Bank designated as City Depository shall not be con- 
sidered City officers.

INTEREST UPON INVESTMENTS OR DEPOSITS: All 


moneys due as interest upon investments or deposits shall be collected by tho 
City Auditor and Clerk, and placed to the credit of the general fund of the 
City.

of the term ot office of the first City Commission elected under this Charter, 
the appropriations for the expenditures of the City government for the cur- 
rent fiscal year have been made, then the said City Commission shall have 
power by ordinance to revise, to repeal or change said appropriation and 
make additional appropriations for that year. 


Section 86. 
TRANSFER OF FUNDS: 
Upon request of the City Man- 


ager, the City Commission may transfer any part of any unencumbered bal- 
ance of an appropriation to a purpose or object for which the appropriation 
of the current year has proved insufficient, or may authorize a transfer to be 
made between items appropriated to tbe^sanie office or department. 


Section 87. 
LIMITATION ON APPROPRIATIONS: 
At the close of 


each fiscal year the unencumbered balance of each appropriation shall revert 
to the general fund, and shall be subject to future appropriations.

accruing revenues of the City, not appropriated and hereinbefore provided, 
and any balance at any time remaining after the purpose of the appropriation 
shall have been satisfied or abandoned, may from time to time be approprited 
by the City Commission to such use as will not conflict with any uses for 
which specifically such revenues accrued.

and damage sustained by the municipality by reason of corrupt or improper 
approval of any such claim or account against the municipality.

SPECIAL TAX: 
In addition to the foregoing levy of not 


exceeding eight-tenths of one per cent, said municipal corporation may an- 
nually levy and collect a special tax for permanent improvements and the 
adornment, paving and improvement of the streets and public grounds of the 
City and the property of the municipality beyond the limits of the City, 
which levy shall not exceed one-quarter ot one per cent of the assessed val- 
ue of the taxable property of the City. 
Said corporation shall also levy and 


collect annually upon its taxable property aforesaid, such sums as may be 
necessary to pay interest upon the indebtedness of the City, and for the 
maintenance and repairs of Its properties, streets and public works; to create 
a sinking fund for the payment of such indebtedness as may be Incurred;

scription, and for the filing thereof in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court for -Volusia- County, as part of the public records of Volusla County;

and assessed upon the CUy tax assessment lolls by reference to such plat 
or plats, plat book or plat books, which shall be plainly endorsed "New 
Smyrna City Plats," and shall be referred to on the City assessment rolls aa 
"City Plats" as a sufficient designation.

TRUSTEES OF SINKING FUND. 


TRUSTEES: 
The members of the City Commission 


shall constitute the Trustees of the Sinking Fund and as soon as such City 
Commission has been duly organized under the provisions of this Charter, 
shall succeed to all the duties, powers and responsibilities of the Board of 
Public Works provided for under Section 13, Article IV, Chapter 5358, Laws 
of Florida. 
Section 78. 
DUTIES OF TRUSTEES: 
The City Commission as Trus- 


tees of the Sinking Fund, shall be the trustees of such bonds as may be is- 
sued from time to time for legally authorized municipal purposes and shall 
manage and control the sinking funds created for the liquidation of such 
bonds subject to the provisions of the general laws of the State and the or- 
dinances of the City with relation to the management of such funds.

CITY PLAN BOARD. 


CITY PLAN, ADOPTION OF: 
The City Commission 


may provide by ordinance for the establishment of a CUy Plan Board, the 
members of which shall serve without compensation, and it shall be the duty 
of such board to procure and suggest plans for the arrangement of the City 
with a, view to its general improvement and probable future growth and de- 
mands, these plans to take into consideration the extension of the City works 
Into adjacent territory. Improvement and changes in public utilities and lines 
ot transportation, by surface and water; the location, widths and.grades of 
highways necessary for the best treatment ot the City, the development and 
. Improvement of the water front, with the seawall and wharves; the location 


and design of public buildings and municipal decoration and ornamentation 
and the creation of such park and boulevard system as may be deemed ad- 
visable 
The City plans proposed by such City Plan Board, when adopted 


by vote ot the electors of the City In such manner as may be prescribed by

The duties herein prescribed may be specifically enforced by appropriate 


legal proceedings; and, la addition, each each person, or corporation, for failure 
to comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City of 
New Smyrna, Florida, In the snm of twenty-five dollars per day for each day 
of such failure, to b*. recovered in a civil action In the name, of the City. 
The provisions of this section do not apply to any utilty extending in Its 


operations to other communities not properly suburban to the City of New

Ing' spur tracks across or along streets, alleys or public grounds to connect 
a steam or electric railroad with any property in need of switching facilities 
shall not be regarded as a grant within the meaning of this Charter, but may 
be permitted in accordance with such terms and conditions as the City Com- 
mission may by ordinance prescribe.

Every person entitled to vote for members of tho General Assembly, by 


the laws of the State, who is or will be twenty-one years of age, and who will 
have resided In the Cily of New Smyrna for six months prior to the day of 
election, for which such registration book is open, shall be entitled to reg-. 
ister. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to require State and county reg- 


istration as a prerequisite to registration in the City. 


Every person applying for registration shall take and subscribe to the 


following oath, which may be administered by the registration officer, to-wit:

'Though a hundred thousand or more

(Strength before 1918. This much of 
iits plans the government allowed to be 
known last week. President Wilson, 
It was said, expects to send a million 
men to France next year and another 
imtlllon the following year If neces- 
sary. 


Instead of panicky haste, careful 


•consideration Is governing the move- 
imente of the government To co-ordi- 
nate the needs of the allies and fur- 
inlsh the enormous quantities of muni- 
tions and other supplies they must 
have 1* perhaps the most pressing 
•problem, and during the week tbe cab- 
inet discussed the creation of the vast 
machinery for the purchase of sup- 
plies aggregating (110,000,000.000 a year 
land their distribution to the various 
countries. This It Is planned, Is to be 
controlled by a commission, rather 
than by one man, and such Is the ad- 
vice of Bernard Baruch, who had been 
Suggested tor the position. The war 
commissions of Great Britain and 
iFrance formally agreed to the creation 
•of such a commission, and the Italian 
Commissioners, now In this country, 
doubtless will assent. Incidentally, 
Italy wants to borrow several hundred 
millions from the United States. 


Preparing for Registration.

June 5 of all men between the ages

What Is Doing in Russia. 


Developments of the week in Kus- 


sia were both encouraging and dis- 
couraging. 
Admittedly, the fate of 


that new republic' Is In the hands of 
Kerensky and he has taken a firm 
stand In the matter of restoring dis- 
cipline in the urmy. The soliHers seem 
willing to submit, and are giving evi- 
dence of a renewed intention to con- 
tinue the light against tbe central pow- 
ers. 
They have been heartened for 


this by the injunctions and appeals of 
the councils of peasants' and work- 
men's deputies and by the exhortations 
of government officials. This state of 
affairs Is recognized by Germany In u 
statement that an early offensive by 
the Russians is expected. 


The most discouraging news from 


Russia was contained In a statement 
by Minister of Finance Shlngaroir that 
the Industrial crisis Is so acute that 
only a miracle can save the country 
from economic ruin. The demands of 
the workmen are so enormous that 
most of the Industrial enterprises 
working for the national defense will 
be compelled to close down before 
long. On top of this comes the formal 
demand of the troops at the front 
that they be supplied with enough mu- 
nitions to fight on an equal plane with 
the other belligerents. 


A hopeful note was sounded on 


Tuesday by Prof. Boris Bakhmetleft, 
the new Russian ambassador to the 
United States. 
Beaching Tokyo on 


his way to this country, he said: "I 
am Immensely satisfied with conditions 
In Russia, Including Siberia. I think 
the new regime is carrying on the 
work of reorganization successfully 
and will soon be able to launch an of- 
fensive against the enemy." 


Russia's official position seems as 


anomolous as ever, for she still Insists 
she will be faithful to her allies, and 
In the same breath demands that pence 
be made on terms that cannot con- 
ceivably be accepted by those allies. 


President Sends Note to Russia. 
President Wilson last week dis- 


patched a note to Russia's provisional 
government designed to pave the way 
for the Root commission and to give 
Russia an Idea of the war alms of the 
United States. 
He set forth that 


America Is In the war to "make the 
world safe for democracy," and that 
It seeks "no Indemnities for ourselves, 
no material compensation for the sac- 
rifices we shall freely make," but 
makes It clear that there most be In- 
demnlty for Innocent nations laid In 
rains, like Belgium. 


Maxim Gorky, the noted author, pub- 


lishes In hit paper a sensational ac- 
count of an attempt by D. Rlxow, Bul- 
garian minister to Berlin, to Induce 
him to enter Into negotiations for a 
aeparate peace. Rlzow'a proposition 
was that Russia conclude an Immedi- 
ate armistice with Germany and Aus- 
tria, both belligerents retaining their 
present fronts, and a Russian constitu- 
ent assembly meet at once to decide 
on peace or war. 


The Socialist party of .France laat 


week decided to send delegate* to the 
Stockholm conference, but the rejolc-

Trieste, though the forward move- 
ment slackened considerably and much 
of tlie time WHS given to consolidating 
the positions already won, and beating 
off the furious counter-assaults of the 
Austrian?. Tbe Italians captured San 
Giovanni, one of tbe key defenses of 
Trieste, and it was reported that all 
noncombatants bad ben ordered to 
leave the latter city. Indicating that 
the Austrlans did not hope to hold pos- 
session of it much longer. The evident 
plan of the Italians was to move on 
Trieste along the coast of the Adriatic, 
avoiding the mountainous country far- 
ther nortli and obtaining the aid of 
British warships. Northeast of Gor- 
itz the Italians made some further 
progress. 
The achievements of the 


Italian soldiers in .this offensive are 
truly wonderful, when the nature of 
tbe country and the strength ,of the 
opposition are considered, and their 
bruvery and high spirit are unsur- 
passed. 


In France there was violent artil- 


lery firing through the week, and the 
combats in tbe air were numerous nnd 
spectacular. Again the allied airmen 
demonstrated their superiority over 
those of the German army. The Brit- 
ish aviators have been especially ac- 
tive, and In night flights have dropped 
many tons of explosives on military 
establishments of the enemy far back 
of the lines. 


The lull In the activity of other 


arms on the west front was taken to 
presage another big offensive, and this 
time it is predicted that the Germans 
are preparing a tremendous effort to 
smash France before American troops 
can help her. 


Another marked decrease In the 


number of British ships sunk by sub- 
marines Is noted In the weekly admir- 
alty report. Among the vessels lost 
were a hospital ship and an armored 
cruiser. Spain and Norway were fur- 
ther aggravated by the sinking of more 
of their vessels. 


The Brazilian chamber of deputies 


authorized the revocation of the de- 
cree of neutrality, and the senate fol- 
lowed this up by authorizing an alli- 
ance of Brazil with "other states to 
defend the American republics against 
the world." 


Te Organise Farm Labor. 


The department of agriculture an- 


nounced the government's detailed 
plan for the organisation of farm la- 
bor. 
The work already has been 


started In 40 states. 
The plan pro- 


vides for strictly local handling of all 
labor problems that can be adjusted 
locally. The fundamental unit of the 
organization is the "community man" 
who, with the assistance of such com- 
mittees as he may appoint, canvasses 
his own neighborhood, finds out what 
farmers need help and what men are 
available for supplying the local need. 


If, after all local adjustments have 


been made, there remains either a 
deficit or a surplus of labor, he reports 
to the "county man," whose business 
It is to effect adjustments In his coun- 
ty. The county man. In turn, reports 
and deficit of surplus to the "state 
man," who canvasses the situation for 
the state as a whole and report! to 
the department of agriculture. 


The finance committee of the senate 


spent the week In revamping the war 
revenue. Mil. In the house the food 
survey Mil, the lesser of the govern- 
ment's two food measures, was passed. 


On Thursday the bouse by a vote of

The City Auditor and Clerk, In his capacity as Clerk of the City, shall at 
tend all meetings of the City Commission and shall keep a Journal of Its 
proceedings, the correctness of which proceedings as entered In such journa 
shall he certified to after each meeting by his signature and by the signature 
of the presiding officer of the City Commission. 
He shall be the custodian 


of the seal of the City and of all records and papers of a general character 
pertaining to the affairs of the municipality. 
It shall be his duty, also, In 
hit capacity as City Auditor and Clerk to attend upon the Munclpal Court 
and to perform the duties in connection therewith which are imposed upon 
him by the provisions of this Charter. 


Section 67. 
ASSESSOR AND COLLECTOR OF TAXES: 
The City 


Auditor and Clerk shall be ex-offlclo Assessor and Collector of Taxes for 
the City. 
He shall receive and collect all moneys belonging to the City 


Including taxes, license moneys, Ones and* Incomes from all other sources 
and he shall collect all special assessments as provided tor under this 
Charter and keep accurate account thereof, depositing same in jhe City 
depository. 


Section 68. 
OTHER DUTIES: 
In addition to the duties specifically 


imposed under this Charter, the City Auditor and Clerk shall perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by ordinance or resolution of tha 
City Commission, as well as such as may be required of the City Auditors 
City Clerks and City Tax Assessors by the general laws of the State, applic 
able to municipalities and not inconsistent with this Charter or with any 
ordinance or resolution passed by the City Commission. 


CITY DEPOSITORY. 


Section 69. 
DEPOSITORY: Within fifteen days after, the beginning of 


each fiscal year, the City Commission shall designate some reputable Na 
tional, State or Savings Bank, located in the County, as a Depository (or al" 
funds of whatsoever nature belonging to the City. 
Such Depository shall 


be selected by written competitive bids, after due notice, and the Bank sub 
mitting the most advantageous bid shall be designated as City Depositor} 
for one year, or until its successor has been designated and qualified. 


The Bank designated as City Depository shall give surety bond or other 


security satisfactory to the City Commission, guaranteeing, the safety of 
the City's funds and the faithful performance of its duties. 


It shall be the duty of the City Commission before designating a Depos 


itory. to carefully consider the reputation, financial condition, facilities for 
service and rate of interest offered by all banks bidding. 
All bids received 


shall be kept on file by the City Clerk and Auditor, and shall be open to the 
inspection of all parties interested. 


Officers of the Bank designated as City Depository shall not be con 


sidered City officers. 


. Section 70. 
INTEREST UPON INVESTMENTS OR DEPOSITS: 
All 


moneys due as interest upon investments or deposits shall be collected by the 
City Auditor and Clerk, and placed to the credit of the general fund of the 
City. 


Section 71. 
PAYMENTS, HOW MADE: 
The City Depositary shall 


pay out moneys only on the warrants of the City Auditor and Clerk, counter- 
signed by the City Manager, except bonds and interest bearing coupons, 
which, when due, may be paid upon presentation, or in case the same are 
payable in some place other than the City of New Smyrna, then the money 
for their redemption shall be sent to the place of payment. 


Section 72. 
ACCOUNTS OF CITY DEPOSITARY: 
The accounts of 


the City Depositary shall be examined at the end of each month by the City 
Auditor and Clerk, to whom the City Depositary shall turn over all war- 
rants, interest coupons, bonds or other evidence of the indebtedness of the 
City which may have been redeemed by it during the month, taking the re- 
ceipt of the City Auditor and Clerk therefor, and all such warrants, interest 
coupons, bonds or other evidence of the Indebtedness of the City so turned 
over shall be cancelled by the Depositary and have written or stamped there- 
on the date of their payment or redemption. 


Section 73. 
MONTHtY REPORT: 
At the first meeting of the City 


Commission in each month the City Depositary shall submit a detailed re- 
port of receipts and disbursements, which report shall be rendered through 
the City Auditor and Clerk and bear certificate of the latter as to its 
correctness. 
Section 74. 
WARRANTS, HOW PAID: 
All warrants shall be paid 


in the order in which they are presented, out of the moneys in the respec- 
tive funds on which they are drawn. 
The City Depositary shall note on 


the back of each warrant presented to it the date of presentation, in case 
there is not sufficient amount of money in the Depository to the credit of the 
fund upon which such warrant may have been drawn to pay all warrants

Section 77 
TRUSTEES: 
The members of the City Commission 


shall constitute the Trustees of the Sinking Fund and as soon as such City 
Commission has been duly organized under the provisions of this Charter, 
shall succeed to all the duties, powers and responsibilities of the Board of 
Public Works provided for under Section 13, Article IV, Chapter 5368, Laws

DUTIES OF TRUSTEES: 
The City Commission as Trus

CITY PLAN, ADOPTION OF:

of such board to procure and suggest plans for the arrangement of the City 
with a view to its general improvement and probable future growth and de- 
mands these plans to take into consideration the extension of the City works 
Into adjacent territory, improvement and changes in public utilities and lines 
of transportation, by surface and water; the location, widths and.grades of 
hlthwaysnecessary for the best treatment of the City; the development and 
Improvement of the water front, with the seawall and wharves; the location 
and design of public buildings and municipal decoration and ornamentation 
and the creation of such park and boulevard system as may be deemed ad- 


••vlsable. 
The City plans proposed by such City Plan Board, when adopted 


by vote of the electors of the City in such manner as may be prescribed by 
ordinance, shall constitute the plan to be followed by the municipality and 
Its officers In the permanent Improvement and development of the City of 
New Smyrna until modified or amended at some subsequent election, and all 
expenditures of funds for permanent Improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are contemplated under the plans of the City Plan Board 
which may have been approved and adopted as herein provided for. Mem- 
bers of the City Commission and the City Manager shall be ex-offlclo mem-

"iTY PLAN FUND: 
Authority Is hereby given for the 


creation of a fund to be known as the "City Plan Fund," and which may bo 
raised by a Ux levy to be made during the year m» as other taxes 
are levied of not exceeding three mills on the dollar, but no further levy or 
payment Into such fund shall be made by the City.

of the City government for the ensuing period. 


Sufficient copies of the annual report and estimate of the City Manager 


shall be prepared that there may be copies on file in the office of the City 
Auditor and Clerk for inspection by the public. 


Section 84. 
APPROPRIATION ORDINANCES: 
With respect to such 


estimates the City Commission 'shall prepare an appropriation ordinance In 
such form as may be prescribed by resolution. 


Section 85 
REVISION OF APPROPRIATIONS: 
If at the beginning 


of the term of office of the first City Commission elected under this Charter 
the appropriations for the expenditures of the City government for the cur 
rent fiscal year have been made, then the said City Commission shall have 
power by ordinance to revise, to repeal or change said appropriation am 
make additional appropriations for that year. 


Section 86. 
TRANSFER OF FUNDS: 
Upon request of the City Man 


ager, the City Commission may transfer any part of any unencumbered bal 
ance of an appropriation to a purpose or object for which the appropriation 
of the current year has proved insufficient, or may authorize a transfer to be 
made between items appropriated to the/same office or department. 


Section 87. 
LIMITATION ON APPROPRIATIONS: 
At the close of 


each fiscal year the unencumbered balance of each appropriation shall revert 
to the general fund, and shall be subject to future appropriations. 
Any 


accruing revenues of the City, not appropriated and hereinbefore provided 
and any balance at any time remaining after the purpose of the appropriation 
shall have been satisfied or abandoned, may from time to time be approprited 
by the City Commission to such use as will not conflict with arty uses for 
which specifically such revenues accrued. 
No money shall be drawn from 


the Depository of the City, nor shall any obligation for tbe expenditure of 
money be incurred, except pursuant to the appropriations made by the City 
Commission. 


Section 88. 
PAYMENT OF CLAIMS: 
No warrant for the payment oi 


any account or claim shall be issued by the City Auditor and Clerk until 
such account or claim shall have been approved by the head of the depart- 
ment for which the indebtedness was incurred and by the City Manager, and 
such officers and their sureties shall be liable to the municipality for all loss 
and damage sustained by the municipality by reason of corrupt or improper 
approval of any such claim or account against the municipality. 


Section 89. 
LEVIES: 
The City of New Smyrna shall have power to 


levy taxes each year for the ordinary purposes of the municipality; provided 
that such levy shall be at a rate not to exceed eight-tenths of one per cent of 
the assessed valuation of the taxable property within its limits. 
The words 


"ordinary purposes" shall be construed to mean all expenses for salaries of 
officers and employes, police and flre force maintenance, cleaning of streets 
illumination, incidental expenses of administration of the public business 
and all other purposes strictly municipal in their character which are annual 


ml continuing, including reasonable expenditures for advertising and pro- 


moting tlie interests of the municipality through legitmate and recognized 
mediums for the accomplishment of such purposes, and for promoting the 
welfare of the people of tho City by suc'h moans as will contribute toward 
making the said City more attractive as a place of residence. 


Section 90. 
SPECIAL TAX: 
It) addition to the foregoing levy of not 


exceeding eight-tenths of one per cent, said municipal corporation may an 
nnally levy and collect a special tax for permanent improvements and the 
adornment, paving and improvement of the streets and public grounds of the 
City and the property of the municipality beyond the limits of the City, 
which levy shall not exceed one-quarter ol one per cent of the assessed val- 
ue of the taxable property of the City. 
Said corporation shall also levy and 


collect annually upon its taxable property aforesaid, such sums as may be 
necessary to pay interest upon the indebtedness of the City, and for the 
maintenance and repairs of its properties, streets and public works; to create 
a sinking fund for the payment of such indebtedness as may be Incurred; 
and to pay the bonds of the City already issued or any bonds which may be 
issued in accordance with law; to pay any judgment against the City and any 
such sum as may be commanded to be levied by any mandamus legally issued 
against the City.

Section 91. 
RATE OF ASSESSMENT: 
The percentage of taxation 


herein authorized shall in such, cases be upon the valuation of the taxable 
property in said City as set forth in the assessment roll; provided, that all 
taxes shall be uniform upon the same classes of property within the corporate 
limits of the City and that all property shall be assessed at its full cash 
value. 
The term "full cash value" as used herein shall be construed to 


mean the price at which the property would sell if voluntarily offered for salt- 
by the owner thereof, upon such terms as like property is usually sold, not 
at the price which might be realized if sold at a forced sale. 


Section 92. 
TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL: 
All property within the 


City taxable for State purposes shall be assessed and listed for purposes of 
general taxation on the City Tax Assessment Roll In the name of the owner 
when such owner's name is known to the assessing officer, but real property 
the owner or owners of which are unknown to the assessor shall be listed as 
the assessing officer shall, from his best information, believe to be the 
names of the owner or owners thereof, or he may assess same as unknown 
Each lot and separate tract of land shall be asssessed separately, except that 
at the written request of owner of lots or tracts of land adjoining each other 
or when such owner makes return thereof in such manner, such adjoining 
tracts of land may be assessed together. 
The assessor shall make diligent 


inquiry as to the ownership of personal property subject to taxation, and 
shafl assess all such property in the name of the owner. 


Section 93. 
DATE OF ASSESSMENT: 
All property shall be assessed 


as of the first day of the fiscal year for which such assessment is made. 


Section 94. 
PRELIMINARY ASSESSMENT ROLL: 
Upon his pre- 


liminary assessment roll the City Auditor and Clerk as ex-offlcio Tax Assessor 
shall indicate. In some convenient manner, the property subject to taxation 
tor each of the purposes for which taxation Is authorized.

roll shall be completed by the assessor and submitted to the Equalizing 
Board on the first Monday in September of each year.

Section 95. 
CORRECTION OF ASSESSMENTS: 
If the City Auditor 


and Clerk, In his capacity as ex-officio Assessor of Taxes, in making his 
assessments, shall discover that any land in the City was omitted In the 
assessment roll of either or all of the three previous years, or that any land 
was Illegally sold for taxation and Is then liable for taxation, he shall assess 
such lands for (he next fiscal year and shall also assess the same property 
'or each such year or years as may have, been omitted or was Illegally sold 
for taxes, at the cash value thereof at the time, noting distinctly the year or 
years when such omissions occurred, and such assessment shall have the 
same effect as if made in the year or yaara when assessments were omitted, 
and taxes shall be levied and collected thereon in like manner together with 
the taxes for the year in which assessment Is being made; but no land shall 
be assessed for more than three years arrears of taxes, and all lands shall be 
subject to be assessed into whomsoever'* hands they may have come. 


Section 66. ' 
RETURNS: 
All persons, corporations or firms owning 


property, whether real or personal, subject to taxation by the City of New 
Smyrna, shall be required to make return of the same before the first day of 
August each year to the City Auditor and Clerk in his capacity as eiofflclo 
Assessor of the City. 
Such return shall be made upon and In conformity 


with blanks prepared and to be supplied for such purpose through the office of 
the City Auditor and Clerk, and such return shall contain a complete list of 
all the property taxable by the City belonging to such person, corporation or 
firm, for which such return Is made, together with the full cash value thereof, 
giving separately an intelligent description and the full cash value of each 
separate lot and parcel of real property; which description and valuation 
thus returned may be considered by the assessing officer in making assess- 
ments, but he shall not be bound thereby. 
Should any person, corporation 


or firm omit to make such returns, as above required, the assessing officer 
shall assess the property not thus returned in the name of the owner, it the 
owner shall be known to him, and where the name of the owner is not known 
o him, he may assess it In the name of the supposed or reputed owner or 
occupant, or as belonging to an unknown owner. 
In case the real owner 


ails or refuses to make return of his property, as herein required, the City 
Auditor and Clerk, in bis capacity as ex-offlcio Assessor of the City, shall add 
en per cent to the full cash value of the property assessed, and in no case 
where the real owner-has failed to make return of his property as herein 
required, shall the assessment thereof be declared invalid or as not-lawfully 
made, or the enforced payment of taxes thereon be refused by reason of such 
irpperty being assessed otherwise than in the name of the real owner, or 
or any other reason.

Section 97. 
ASSESSMENT OF PROPERTY OF TRANSPORTATION 


COMPANIES: 
Railway and railroad companies shall be subjected to tax- 


itlon on all real and personal property owned by them or operated within 
the limits of the municipal corporation. In the same manner aad at the same 
rate of valuation as all other property. 
The property of street railway 


companies whose lines or tracks lie within the corporate limits of said City 
hall be assessed'In like manner as other preperty Is assessed and at the full 
cash value of the entire property.

Issued for the periods and be transferable as provided by the general law for 
State licenses. 
The agent or agents of non-resident proprietors shall be 


severally responsible for carrying on business in like manner as if they 
were proprietors. 
The fact that any person, firm or corporation reporting 


himself or Itself engaged in any business calling, profession or occupaton 
for the transaction of which a license is required or that such person ex- 
hibit a sign or advertisement indicating engagement in such business calling, 
professon or occupation, shall be conclusive evidence of the liability of such 
person, firm or corporation to pay a license.

Section 145. 
SEWER, WATER AND GAS CONNECTIONS: 
Before 


paving, or otherwise surfacing or resurfacing any street or alley of the 
City, the City Manager shall determine the time within which sewer, gas 
water or other connections shall be constructed, and shall give notice there 
ot to the penon or corporation required to make the same, and « any person 
or corporation falls to make any such connection when so requested, no 
permission to make the same shall thereafter be granted within five years 
from the completion ot any such street Improvement, unless tor special 
reasoni approved by the City Commission and expressed by resolution 
adopted unanimously at a regular meeting of the City Commission at which 
all members are present, which resolution shall state the reasons for grant 
ing the permission. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit the City 


Commission from providing that such connections be made by the City and 
the cost thereof assessed to the lots and lands benefited thereby. 


Section 14«. 
EXPENDITURES IN EXCESS OF $200.00:

expenditure, other than the compensation of persons employed by the City

dent, (K that neither such owner or agent could be found, one publication of 
a copy of the resolution in a newspaper of general circulation in the City 
shall be deemed sufficient notice to snch owner.

VACATION OR CHANGE OF NAME:

mission in vacating any street or part ot street or changing the name of an 
street, may include in one ordinance the change of name or vacation or nar 
rowing of more than one street, avenue or alley, but before vacating an 
street or part thereof, or narrowing any street, the City Commission shal 
first pass a resolution declaring its intention to do so. 
Notice as in civil ac 


tlons shall be served upon all persons whose property abuts upon the portlo 
of the street effected by the proposed vacation or narrowing, and by publlca 
tlon once in a newspaper of general circulation in the City as to all the per 
sons who cannot be personally served. 
Said notice shall state the time an* 


place at which objections can be heard before the City Commission and th 
City Commission may thereafter by ordinance declare such vacation or nar 
rowing of street, avenue or alley of which notice was previously given as here 
inbefore provided for, and such order of the City Commission vacating or nar

shall, to the extent to which it is vacated or narrowed, operate as a revocation 
of the acceptance thereof by the City Commission, but the right of way am 
easement therein of any lot owner shall not be impaired thereby.

SUPERVISOR OF PLATS: 
The City Manager shall be 
the Supervisor of Plata of the City. 
He shall provide regulations governing 
the platting of all lands so as to require all streets and alleys to be of proper 
width and to be co-terminons with the adjoining streets and alleys, and other- 
wise to conform to regulations prescribed by him.

Any person violating any of the provisions of this secton shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be fined In any sum not 
to oxceed one hundred dollars and the costs of prosecution, and may be im- 
prisoned for not exceeding three months, or both, at the discretion of the
